The Town of Wilmington took 
first prize in the second pop- 
ulation group in recognition 
of the excellence of its Tow 
Report, it was learned at the 
Selectmen’ s meeting on Monday 
night. This prize is awarded 
annually by the Massachusetts 
Selectmen’ Association at its 
Annual Town Meeting. 

Chairman De Felice, who at- 
tended the meeting in Spring- 
field Oct 10 to 12 accepted 
the prize on behalf of the 
town. 

The Class 11 group refers to 
towns with a population of 
5000 to 15000. (Class 1 refers 
to'towns with a population of 
15000 to 35000. ) 

In an article appearing in 
the October issue of The 
Massachusetts Selectman, 
written by John Gillespie, 
Director of the Bureau of 
Government Research at the 
University of Massachusetts, 
Wilmington was cited eight 
times for excellence in vari- 
ous aspects of the report. 

It was cited for its ‘pace- 
setting’ section of general 
information in the Introduc- 
tion. Other citations dealt 
with its summary of accom- 
plishments and problems, with 
the selective use of historic- 
al material, with its calendar 
of important town events, with 
the careful editing and sys- 
tematic organization, with the 
use of pictorial material, 
with the summary of financial 
and personnel data at the be- 
ginning of each department's 
section, and with the use of 
comparative figures from other 
years when dealing with finan- 
cial data, 

Much credit must be given to 
many officials for this honor 
accorded Wilmington. The ob-

NEW POSTAL ROUTE FOR 
WILMINGTON STARTS SATURDAY 
A new carrier service, of the 
so-called Mounted Carrier 
type is to be instituted for 

patrons of the Wilmington Post 
Office Saturday moming. 


Henry Munroe of King Street 
is to be the carrier. He has 
been regularly appointed to 
the service after passing the 
Civil Service examinati 

The Mounted Route that Mr. 
Munroe will serve comprises 
in part portions of other 
routes already served in Wil- 
mington, and in part a new 
service, 

(A Mounted Route may be des- 
cribed as a City Delivery 
Mailman on wheels. He delivers 
to mailboxes outside the homes 
but does not give some of the 
services which a Rural Carrier 
gives, such as selling stamps 
and money orders) 

Munroe’s route will serve 
Eames Street, Woburm Street, 
Morse Avenue and Brentwood 
Road, now served by the Wil- 
mington Rural Carri 

In the Burlington Avenue area 
Harris Street, Burt Road, Ce- 
dar Street and Marian Street 
to the Connolly residence are 
to be served by Mounted Car- 
rier. 

In the Shawsheen Avenue-Clark 
Street area, presently served 
by City (foot) carrier, the 
service will be by Mounted 
Carrier. 

The Mounted Carrier route on 
Glen Road is to be extende 
to take in that part of the 
street between Lawrence Street 
and the Wildcat Railroad cross 
ing. Also to be served will be 
Fay Street aid Dobson Avenue. 

Changes near the Wilmington- 
Tewksbury line, near Silver 
Lake will see Mounted Carrier 
delivery for Bay State Road, 
Parker Avenue, Vernon Street, 
Lawrence Street, Clyde Avenue 
and others. 

Co-incident with the reduct- 
ion of the Rural Delivery ser- 
vice on Eames and Woburn 
Streets there will be an ex- 
pansion of service off Nichols 
Street so as to include Fair- 
meadow Road,

HOUSE NUMBERS 

The announcement. that Wilmington Postoffice 
will provide a new mail route, starting Satur- 
day has had a repercussion in an unexpected 
place - the Assessor's office, in the Town Hall 

Before mail delivery can be effected, in a 
City type delivery it is required that a house 
must have its street number displayed. Conse- 
quently there has been quite a demand of the 
Assessor's office from people who suddenly want 
to know what their correct address is. 

This is of course good, in that too many 
people have never bothered about their c mrect 
address, as many postoffice employees can 
testify. Misaddressed mail causes quite a few 
hours of extra labor in the Wilmington and 
North Wilmington postoffices. 

While the City or Town Engineer is under- 
stood to be the person responsible for the as- 
signing of street numbers, that task has always 
been the Assessors, in Wilmington. 

But Wilmington's Assessors, at the present 
time have a peculiarly compounded difficulty. 
Mr. Louis Doucette has not been replaced, since 
his death a few mmths ago and one of the 
other Assessors is just now on annual vacation. 

That leaves one p2eson to do all the regular 
work, and answer the telephone too. The infor- 
mation about street numbers can be obtained, 
but there are chances that some of the informa-

tion will be a little slow in coming. 


SELECTMEN, ARBITRATORS 
The Selectmen played the role 
of arbitrators at their meet- 
ing Monday evening. The dis- 
putants: Mr Harold McKelvey of 
this tow and the DeTucci Bros 
Wobum, represented by Alder- 
man App of that city. The dis- 
pute, which got hot at times, 
concerned the traversal of 
trucks by the Wobum firm dow 
Border Ave (a public way) and 
Inglelow St., a private way 
owned by the abuttors, one of 
whom is McKelvey. 

The Selectmen, trying to pla- 
cate both sides, decided to 
restrict the DeTucci Bros. to 
two loads a day, at very slow 
speed. They will request, 
through Alderman App, that the 
De Tucci permit stipulate con- 
formance with this reqest. 

Appeal Turned Down 

At the same meeting, the 
Selectmen turned down an ap- 
peal concerning the Mastromor- 
ino property on West street. 
For the seoond time, the board 
considered issuing a permit 
for the removal of fill from 
this ground. The refusal was 
in line with the Selectmen’s 
policy not to issue new gravel 
Furthermore, the 
Board felt that such removal 
of fill would detract from the 
future utility of this area as 
an industrial site.

Those Were The Days 

Through the kindness of Ron- 
nie Shaw we have been allowed 
to examine an annual Town 
Meeting Warrant, for 1921. 

Old Chief Hill was then the 
Constable of Wilmington, and 
the Selectmen were Frank W. 
Dayton, Charles F. Perry and 
Asa G. Sheldon, all of whom 
have gone to their last reward 
Building Inspector Emie Rice 
would be interested in that 
warrant, for one of the arti- 
cles is a proposal to pay the 
Building Inspector the muni - 
ficent salary of $37.50 for 
his year’s work. 

The Selectmen too, would be 
interested, for in those days 
a Selectman was paid for his 
work. In fact three Selectmen 
received a total of $850 in 
salaries. Today they get no- 
thing but the kicks and abuses 
of people who think that their 
decisions aren’ t right. 

The total money spent to pay 
off indebtedness was $4755, a 
far cry from today with its 
million dollar bonds. The High 
School bonds, for instance re- 
quired $1,750 in principal and 
$1105 in interest, and in 
those days there were no water 
department bonds, and other 
things to be paid off. 

Some day we must take the 
time to see what the tax rate 
was in that year.
